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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The supplemental amendment submitted 06/23/2006 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 41-43 & 50-68 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claim 41, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "activating at least one 
LED in a handheld housing having an open end through which the radiation emits radiation, a 
substantial portion of the wavelength of radiation emitted from the at least one LED falling 
within a range from 395 to 415 nanometers, different from the fluorescent leak detection dye 
absorption peak wavelength" and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 41. 
Claims 42, 61, 62, 63, & 64 are allowed by virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 41. 

Regarding claim 43, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein a substantial 
portion of the wavelength of radiation emitted from the at least one LED falls within a range 
from 395 to 415 nanometers, different from the fluorescent leak detection material absorption 
peak wavelength" and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 43. Claims 57, 
58, 59, & 60 are allowed by virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 43. 

Regarding claim 50, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "activating at least one 
LED in a handheld housing having an open end through which the radiation emits radiation, a 
substantial portion of the wavelength of radiation emitted from the at least one LED falling 
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within a range from 395 to 415 nanometers, unmatched to the fluorescent leak detection dye 
absorption peak wavelength" and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 50. 
Claims 51, 65, 66, 67, 68 are allowed by virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 50. 

Regarding claim 52, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein a substantial 
portion of the wavelength of radiation emitted from the at least one LED falls within a range 
from 395 to 415 nanometers, unmatched to the fluorescent leak detection material absorption 
peak wavelength" and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 52. Claims 53, 
54, 55, & 56 are allowed by virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 52.
